Wasnineton, June 8.—Judge Bigby said to- 
night that Atkins had no chance for the 
judgeship. Thesyndicate seems to have split 
on Atkins. Farrow clings to him zealously, 
Longstreet is indifferent, and Bigby seems to 
prefer McCay. I asked Bigby if he was a 
candidate for the place. He said that he had 
told the attorney general that if it went beg- 
ging be would take it, but that he would 
not antagonize McCay. He will be a candi- 
date only in the event that McCay cannot be 
appointed, Bigby further remarked 
that he knew, on good = authori- 
ty, that Atkins’s application had 
been finally and adversely determined on. 
He left for Atlanta to-night. McCay will be 
here to-morrow. Farrow still thinks that At- 
kins has chances, but every indication now 
points to McCay as the judge, and if he should 
fail Bigby will be the man. Darnell is mak- 
ing a good stand for attorney of the southern 
district. It lies between him and Charles 
Johnson, of Griftin. Locke is the only candi- 
date for marshal. I hear that Mr. Farrow 
proposes to try and oust Mr. Buck, clerk of 
the northern district, but Mr. Buck is solid 
here. Judge Underwood will resign his 
sap att on the bench at once. 
He intends to make a strong effort in the tar- 
iff commission to reduce the internal revenue. 
Mr. Terrell has been consulting with Super- 
intendent Thompson to-day about improved 
fast mail facilities for Atlanta. He feels 
greatly encouraged and hopes for practical 
benefits soon. ..H 


GEORGIA STATESMEN, 


Who Are Now Visiting the Departmenta of Govern 
ment at Washington. 


Special Correspondenee of The Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—To-night Washing- 
ton has its full supply of visiting statesmen 
from Georgia. The powerful syndicate is rep. 
resented by some of its leading spirits. Judge 
Bigby and Colonel Farrow seem to be taking 
the lead in protesting against the appoint- 
ment of Judge McCay. They are for Mr. 
Atkins. but there is a suspicion that either of 
them would accept the honor for himself if 
the good of the country demanded it. Brews- 
ter has put his protest against the scheme of 
the syndicate for the judgeship. Arthur un- 
doubtedly wants to finish up the state 
as he started it, but the  opposi- 
tion to Atkins has caused him _ to 
halt. The Georgia judgeship will be consid- 
ered at the cabinet meeting to-morrow and 
then the final test of strength between the 
syndicate and its opponents on the Atkins 
appointment may be had. Mr. Atkins ap- 
pears to have as free access to the administra- 
tion asever. If he fails of a judgeship Ar- 
thur will pack him away somewhere. Mr. 
Darnell, a republican not in love with the 
syndicate, and Mr. George 8S. Thomas, who is 
anapplicant fur the district judgeship, are 
actively at work in Washington. Judge Cun- 
ningham’s friends think his chances good yet, 
despite brewster’s positive preference for Mc- 
Cay and Arthur’s affection tor Atkins, 

HARD AT WORK. 

The syndicate’s representatives are moving 
about actively to-night. They seem to have 
something on their minds. The president is 
famous for taking his leisure about all ap- 
pointments. It may bea long time before 
the nomination fora judge will be sent in, 
but the managers of Georgia patronage had 
reason to believe the executive mind was 
about fixed on Judge McCay, and hence the 
rusn to Washington. The Georgia politician 
has become a figure at the capital. He is en- 
couraged by the president, who is the poli- 
tician’s friend, and loves to have a hand in 
any little game thatis goingon. The lungs 
of our Georgia representatives in the lobby 
hold out wonderfully well. They have done 
a big part of the wire-pulling of the season, 
and some of them have made it pay. 

The plunge by both houses into active bus- 
iness to day was a cheerful sign. Calkins 
feels he has done enough to substantiate his 
boom for governor of Indiana, No more elec- 
tion cases this session. Some of the leading 
republicans are tired of this programme and 
the fuss it has occasioned. Washington has 
a sudden snap of October coolness which will 
invigorate the statesmen and delay the dis- 

ersing effect of a genuine June sun. Some 
ceer fighting on the various appropriation 
bills may be looked for and the livest scenes 
of the session may yet occur. John Logan 
has gotten well and resumed his old style of 
bluster in the senate to-day. Logan has more 
hobbies than anybody and rides 
all over them, over grammar and 
diction to the delight of those enthusiastic 
followers who are grooming him as a presi- 
dential candidate. Logan has also been sug- 
gested as a good man to supplant Lowell and 
give the British lion a genuine scare. He 
wants his friend, Green B. Raum, tosit in 
the senate by him when David Davis says 
good bye to his seat next March. Raum’s 
name has been flung around loosely in con- 
nection with the whisky scandal, but his 
friends stick to him zealously and his election 
to the senate is probable. This morning Vice 
President Davis, as he loves to be called, came 
in looking innocent, wearing a button-hole 
bouquet as the tropy of hisrecent excursion.

THE DISTRICT BILL. 


An mn ete 
Ald for the Floeded—More Pensions Asked for—The 
Deficieney Bill. 


WasHInGcTton, June 8.—In the senate Mr. ‘ 


Blair's resolution calling fer information as 
to the quantity of lands embraced in the land 
grants to certain railroads, with the quantity 
patented andthe amounts accruing for the 
roads conswucted,etc., was adopted. The 
list of roads mentioned, as farther enlarged 
upon the suggestion of Mr. Blair, is as fol- 
lows: The Sioux City and St. Paul, the St. 
Paul and Pacific, first division of the Winona 
and St. Peter, the Cedar Rapids and 
Missouri river, the Mobile and Girard, the 
Pensacola and Georgia, the Iowa Falls and 
Sioux City, the North Louisiana and Texas, 
the West Wisconsin, the Lake Superior and 
Mississippi and the Alabama and Chatta- 
nooga railroads. The senate soon after one 
o'clock dispensed with the calendar and re- 
sumed consideration of the district appropri- 
ation bill. A number of committee amend- 
ments were ruied out on points of order, and 
the bill was finally reporied from the com- 
mittee. Votes were teken upon the several 
amendments and the committee was sus- 
tained in each instance and no further change 
was made. The bill passed. Mr. Hawley 
reported from the military comu«tittee the 
joint resolution appropriating $10,000 or 
so much thereof as may be needed, 
to furnish food to the people made 
destitute by the floods in the state of Missis- 
sippi. He said the planters there had fora 
long time been paying field hands in expecta- 
tion of being remunerated by the coming 
crop, but that the new flood had dissipated 
these expectations, and necessitated this ad- 
ditional provision. The joint resolution was 
passed. The senate then adjourned. 
THE DEFICIENCY APPROPRIATION BILL. 

In the house, on motion of Mr, Curtin, of 
Pennsylvania, a bill was passed increasing to 
$10 per month the pension of any person who 
in the late war lost an arm, leg, hand or foot, 
or received disabilities equal to these. The 
house at 11:15 went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Updegraff, of Iowa, in the chair, 
and resumed consideration of the general 
deficiency appropriation bill. At 3:10 con- 
sideration of the bill was completed, and the 
committee rose and reported it back to the 
house. Motions to strike out the appropria- 
tion for the payment of amounts due the land 
grant railroads, for army transportation, and 
tor the bureaus in the navy department were 
lost. A motion tostrike out the clause appro- 
priating $112,600 for the payment of special 
deputy marshals at the congressional elections 
in 1851 and prior years, was lost. In speaking 
to this proposition, Mr. Cox, of New York, 
said: “‘Inas much as the men selected for 
these positions at our elections performed 
their work, and are not in any = sense 
responsible for the law under which they 
acted, and as the money is their due, we de- 
Sire to say that in voting for this proposition 
we do not yield our well considered judgment 
as to the invalidity of the federal law.’”’ The 
bill then passed—yeas 116, nays 57. The 
house immediately thereafter went into com- 
mittee of the whole on the legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial appropriation bill. In ex- 
plaining the bill Mr, Cannon, of Illinois, said 
the bill provided for an_ increase . of 
employes in the pension office at an 
expense of $1,742,000, but outside that 
item appropriated only $220,000 more than 
the bill for the current year. If this increase 
of force in the pension office were agreed ty 
during the next four years there wouid be 
required $425,000,000 to pay the pensions, but 
it was better to expend tbe surplus revenue 
in that manner than to have it remain in the 
treasury, a standing temptation to these who 
desire to promote schemes at the cost of the 
government. The committee then rose and 
the house adjourned. 


A WARNINGTO THE JURY, 


And a Warning to Meddiesome Newspapers—The 
Evidence Begun. 


WasHINGToN, June 8.—When the star route 
trial opened to-day Judge Wylie said his at- 
tention had been called to articles printed in 
the newspapers in this district, and in New 
York, assailing the jury before which these 
cases are being tried, and which articles do 
great injustice tothe jury. After expressing 
entire confidence in the jury the judge said: 
“It is a cruel injustice on the part of the 
writers of the papers to assaila juror who 
has been regularly selected, without 
knowing any facts on which to _ base 
their charges. I have seen so 
much injustice done to jurors and to liti- 
gants and to courts, who are engaged in the 
administration of justice, that I feel called 
on in this case to declare that these charges, 
in my opinion are withvut foundation, These 
flying rumors are calculated to do great harm. 
There isa law which subjects the parties to 
prosecution for libel in consequence of arti- 
cles published the effect of which is to ob- 
struct the administration of justice, and I do 
think it’ will be the duty of the district attor- 
ney to call the attention of the grand jury to 
some of these newspapers, and _— see 
if we can’t have justice administered 
fairly, according to law, without having 
jurors disparaged and misrepresented upon 
mere conjecture or fancy, and I trust thatthe 
jurors in this case will see the propriety of 
guarding their own conduct while this cause 
is pending, so as not to subject themselves to 
good greunds of suspicion, or even to the ap- 
pearance of improper conduct. I will only 
Jose faith in the jury when driven to it by 
something more than newspaper articles. 
Gentlemen of the jury, your position 1s one 
of much delicacy. Don’t allow any 
person to approach you, om. -%0 
suggest their own views or make 
any intimation whatever, whether they are 
connected with the trial of this cause or ap- 

You don't 
cane what motives may inflnence sugges- 
tions from persons outside. Keep your own 
counsel, follow your own judgment and con- 
science, keep yourselves uncontaminated by 
the world outside.

| THE SOUTHERN STAPLE. 


CAUSES OF THE LOWERING OF THE 
GRADE OF COTTON. 


Atten'ion Called to the Imperfect Ginuing in Many 
Instavces— fhe Presence of Sand in the Cotton 
~The Necessity of Remedial Measures— 


The Clark Cotten Seed Cleaner. 


New York, June 8.—The board of managers 
of the New York cotton exchange have re- 
cently adopted a report relative to the waste 
in the staple. The report says: ‘When, a3 
numerous complaints have been made about 
the waste in the staple of American cotton, 
more particularly of this year’s growth, which 
has led to the belief that in many instances it 
is caused by ginning at a high rate of speed, 
and cleaning seed too closely, thereby break- 
ing the staple and producing an excess of 
“fluffy,” or what is known as reginned 


staple, thus lowering its character 
and value, this exchange would most earnest- 
ly call the attention.of the planting interest 
as to the efforts to be made to cure it. It 1s 
quite manifest that lessening the'value of cot- 
ton by imperfect handling is injurious to the 
interests of the south. Some of the damage 
complained of is traceable to the imperfect 
condition of the gins, the necessary repairs 
not being made when they are required. 
Farmers should understand that it is the 
staple of American cotton that 
enables it to be sold at a 
higher value than the product of 
India, and that so much of the staple is dete- 
riorated, it will be surely felt in ‘he price. 
Sand and dust have been found in our crop 
this year in larger proportion than ever 
before, hence the great reduction in prices has 
been made forit. No doubt the very dry 
season had considerable to do with their 
presence, and has caused low prices to_ be ac- 
cepted fer such, as sales have been made at 
2(@2'4 cents and even more below the value 
of the same grade ofclean cotton. 
INDORSEMENT FOR CLARKE'S COTTON SEED CLEANER. 

It is said that cleaners were exbibited 
at the Atlanta cotton exposition that would 
remedy this grievance, and if it be true their 
adoption should become general. In conclu- 
sion the planter should be reminded that 
more care should be given to _ baling, 
so asto avoid mixing the different qual- 
ities in the same bale, which is the source 
of great annoyance at the mills and leads to 
reclamations against the sellers.

Missouri in 1877-81. 
JOHN W. H. UNDERWOOD 
was bornin Elbert county, Ga., November

1843-47; was a delegate to the state constitu- 
tional convention of 1850; was a member of 
the state house of representatives in 1857, and 
was chosen speaker of the house; was elected 
a representative from Georgla in the thirty- 
sixth congress as a democrat, serving from 
December 5, 1859, to January 23, 1861, when 
he retired from the house and espoused the 
cause of the southern confederacy.

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THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 


A Faverable Report to be Made on the Nominations, 

WasuHinoton, June 8.—The president to-day 
nominated A. J. Cropsy to be postmaster at 
Terrell, Texas. The senate finance commit- 
tee held a special meeting to-day to consider 
the tariff commission nominations, which 
were sent to the senate and referred to this 
committee in executive session yesterday. 
After some discussion it was decided to make 
a faverable report to the senate. All of the 
republican members of the committee were 
present and voted aye, while Messrs. Bayard 
and Beck, the only democratic members pres- 
ent, voted no. 

A DEMOCRATIC CONSULTATION. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the 
senate to-day twenty-four of its members 
assemibled in caucus for the purpose of inter- 
changing views in regard to the fitness of the 
president’s nominations of tariff commission- 
ers. No attempt was made to secure caucus 
action on the question, and at the conclusion 
of the conference, which lasted an hour and 
a-half, every senator was left free to vote upon 
itin executive session according to his own 
judgment or his individual bias. It was de- 
veloped, however, by an interchange of views 
on the part of those present, and by trust- 
worthy statements in regard to nearly all of 
the absentees,that the democratic members of 
the senate are practically unanimous in hold- 
ing that the commission is unfairly consti- 
tuted and should therefore be rejected. The 
ground was taken by nearly all the speakers 
(including Senator Bayard and some others 
who voted for the tariff commission bill) that 
the proposed membership of the commission 
is wholly inconsistent with the avowed pur- 
pose of the bill, which contemplated an im- 
partial investigation, and looked to recom- 
mendations which should be free from sus- 
picion of self-interest. It was asserted 
that two of the nominees, namely, Hayes of 
Massachusetts, and Garlaud of  Iilinois, 
are salaried officers of a protective high tariff 
assuciation, and that a third, Mr. Porter, of 
the District of Columbia, 8s a stipendiary of 
thesame organization. Oliver, of Pennsylva- 
nia, and Kenner, of Louisiana, were criticis- 
ed as being likewise champions of protection 
for special interests, who might well be ex- 
pected to combine with the above named 
members in the interest of a high tariff gen- 
erally. Judge Underwood, of Georgia, was 
referred toas ‘‘an obscure old man, nominated 
at the instance of the Georgia protectionists, 
and Ambler,of Ohio,whom Senator Pendleton 
declared he hud never heard of until nomina- 
ted for a place on the commission, although 
regarded to some extentasan ‘‘uncertain 
quantity,’”’ and was generally believed by 
menibers of the caucus to be also a friend of 
high tariff.

San Francisco, June 8.—A dispatch from 
San Bernardino, in this state, says that J. 
Taylor and J. A. Peterson, partners in the 
burning Moscow mine in this county, had a 
quarrel on the corner of C and Third streets 
here this morning about the method of con- 
ducting operationsin the mine. Taylor drew 
a pistol and fired three shots at Peterson, all 
taking deadly effect. He then fired, but 
without effect, at a by-stander who attempted 
to disarm him, and running off a few steps 
deliberately shot himself in the breast. - Pe- 
terson died in afew minutes, and Taylor is 
mortally wounded. Some mystery is attached 
to the affair, the men having been, up to the 
moment of the quarre!, apparently on the 
most friendly terms.

SENATOR BEN HILL. 


HIS NON-ARRIVAL IN ATLANTA 
YESTERDAY. 


The Immense Crowd Which Assembled at the Car 
Shed to Meet Him—The Disappointment When 
He Did Not Arrive—He Will Certainly 
Arrive at One O’clock To-Day. 


On yesterday at about noon large numbers 
of our leading citizens were seen collecting at 
the passenger depot. It had been announced 
in yesterday morning’s paper that Senator 
Hill would reach Atianta on the noon train 
and these gentlemen were gathering for the 
purpose of expressing their sympathy with Mr. 
Hill and his family, The great depot and all 
the approaches to it were filled with a large 
crowd, in which there were many ladies. It 
had been announced that Mr. Hill was not 
on the train, a dispatch having been received 
by Superintendent Anderson, of the Western 
and Atlantic road, and that he would not 
reach the city until the 8:40 train at night. 
In spite of this rumor the crowd continued to 
grow, the people being anxious to meet our 
sick senator when he reached the city, and 
preferred to stay rather than take the chances 
of his coming. When the train 
came in the crowd was scarcely able to make 
way for the enyine, and the track on each side 
was lined witha dense mass. It was discov- 
ered that the dispatch was true, and that Mr. 
Hill, from some cause or other, laid over at 
some point on the journey. The crowd then 
slowly dispersed. 

A special train consisting.of an engine and 
sleeper was following the regular train, and 
on this sleeper was printed in large letters the 
word Eureka. Many of those who had left 
the depot seeing this special car with the 
name Eureka on it thought it was Mr. Hill's 
train and returned to the depot. ‘They 
found, however, that it was not. Last night 
at 8 o’cléck the same scenes were enacted at 
the depot, the people gathering in large 
crowds and being subjected to the same ru- 
mors and the same disappointment. 

Early yesterday afternoon Dr. Ridley re- 
ceived a dispatch from Mr. B. H. Hill, Jr., 
stating that he and his father would not reach 
Atlanta until one o’clock to-day. They will 
certainly be here at that time, when there 
will be a grand turning out of the citizens of 
Atlanta to expressin a quiet way their love 
and sympathy for the sick senator. It was 
determined on yesterday that it was best to 
make no demonstration at the depot and the 
plan ot fastening ropes tothe senator’s car- 
riage and drawing it to his home was aban- 
doned. It was’ ascertained that he 
was quite weak and was very much 
prostrated atthe journey and the best thing 
that could be done was to take him quietly 
from the train to his home where he could 
get much needed rest, consequently there 
will be nothing at the depot except for the 
the people to meet and express their sympa- 
thy by their presence. We have no definite 
information as to the state of Mr. Hill’s 
health further than he is very much prostrat- 
ed by the long journey from Eureka Xprings 
to this point. He had steadily improved up 
to the time he left the springs. Whether or 
not this improvement gave hope of a perma- 
nent cure we are‘unable to say, and can only 
hope that the prayers that have gone up from 
every Christian heart in this community may 
be answered in the infinite mercy of God. 

SENATOR HILL IN LOUISVILLE, 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 8.—The Commer- 
cial’s Louisville special says that Senator Ben 
Hill and family arrived late to-night and go 
to Atlanta in the morning.

THE WHISKY INVESTIGATION. 


A Discussion of the Ethles of Persenal Jeurnalism— 
Newspaper Men on the Atand. 

WaAsHINGTON, June 8.—The Windom com- 
mittee resumed this morning its investis 
gation of the charges of corruption in connec- 
tion with the passage through the house of 
the bonded spirits bill. Hawthorne Hili, of 
the Louisyille Commercial, A. C. Buell, of 
the Washington Critic, and Charles Nordhoff, 
of the New York Herald, were examined by 
the committee. Mr. Hill was the first wit- 
ness. He related incidents of his interview 
with Atherton at his (Atherton’s) residence, 
stated the substance of the conversation which 
ensued, and declared that the interview pub 
lished in the Commercial of Aprii 23 wasa 
substantially correct recital of that conversa- 
tion; that the only errors were of verbiage, 
not of fact; that the statements were correct, 
though the language was not verbatim. Mr. 
Atherton, who was present, asked permission 
to question the witness, and was allowed to 
do so, but failed to secure any admission 
other than those contained in his direct state- 
ment. 

HOW BUELL DOES BUSINESS, 

Mr. Buell was examined at some length as 
to what information he had on which to base 
the charges which had from time to time 
appeared in his paper. The witness stated that 
his information was entirely general and cu- 
mulative, derived from a great number of 
conyersations with different people, from cur- 
rent gowip, from newspaper articles, and 
from the manner in which the specific mat- 
ter of legislation had been accom 
plished. He had been inclined to re- 
gard the bonded spirits bill from th 
start as a job, and, therefore, was no® 
inclined to give it the benefit of any doubt 
He had no specific information apart from 
thatin the possession of other people. The 
general run and tenorof the public discus 
sionof the matter were the only means of 
information which he possessed.e He was 
asked why he had in yarious articles in the 
Critic, mentioned the name of General Boyn- 
ton,*Mr.Nordhoff, Major Carson, and others 
as influential journalists who were under 
suspicion of being corruptly influenced. The 
witness did not remember having even 
mentioned the name of General Boynton. 
He had alluded to the others in a spirit of 
chaff He had treated the charge that influ- 
ential journalists had been bribed as a farce. 
t{e had spoken of it in his paper as a joke, at 
least that was his intention. ‘‘He might bea 
poor joker, but that was the best he could do.”’ 
The witness was asked, ‘Can you give us any 
information going to show that any member 
of congress or senator, or any journalist ever 
received or was offered any consideration 
whatever in connection with this bill?’ 
Answer—‘'No, sir. I have no inforfnation 
whatever—only suspicion, much of it based 
upon the fact that I never before knew a bill 
involving $60,000,000 between individuals and 
government to be passed through the honse 
under a suspension of the rules. I thought 
that wasa pretty plain indication that the 
beneficiaries of the bill did not court inquiry 
or discussion. Senator Hawley cross-examin- 
ed Buell pretty closely, but failed to gain any 
more exact information as ww _é the 
foundation for Buell’s articles, and the 
examination for a time took the form 


of a discussion on journalistic ethics.

CRITICISING FRELINGHUYSEN.

Lonpon, June 8.—The News in a leading 
article on Secretary Frelinghuysen’s dispatch 
of May 8th to Lowell, touching the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, says: “Lord Granville will 
not fail to remember that commercial as well 
as legal and political considerations are de- 
cisive against the position which Fre- 
linghuysen has chosen to assume.

Mr. Renfroe’s Sunday Morning Ride—A Slap from an 
Alligator’s Tail—Ramming a Fence Rail Down 
the Monster’s Throat—Appeal to Arms—

On Saturday night last Mr. W. L. Renfroe 
left Dublin late after supper, and having some 
twelve miles to drive he did not reach home 
till 2 o’cleck Sunday morning. Mr, Renfroe's 
house is about half a mile beyond Rocky 
creek—a stream which is known to be infested 
with alligators; He had crossed the creek 
and was near the house, where he had a dozen 
young pigs confined ina pen. The moon was 
in the zenith and the night was almost as 
bright as day. Suddenly his horse received a 
penderous blow on the shoulder from the tail 
of an alligator, knocking the animal entirely 
out of the-road. The alligator did not follow 
up the fight, but now stood on the defense, 
in a threatening attitude, however, with his 
huge mouth stretched open wide enough to 


take in the end of a barrel. Mr. R. took a 
vail from the fence and rammed it into 
the monster's throat. As quick as 
light the alligator closed on the rail and 
hurled Mr. R. against the fence, hurting him 
badly, and snapping the rail likea chalk pipe 
stem. Hethen called to his family to send 
him his gun, pistol and ax. While waiting 
tor his weapons he amused himself by pitch- 
ing fence rails into the alligator’s mouth. He 
broke a dozen as easily as he did the first. 
When his weapons came he shot the alligator 
twelve times with a Smith and Wesson pistol 
and four times with a shot gun, and then 
buried an ax in his head in eight places. 
After all this life was not extinct for twelve 
hours afterward. All the pistol balls, how- 
ever, did not enter. Fully half of them 
glanced harmlessly from the tough hide and 
went singing away throughspace. When the 
monster began to feel that his foes were get- 
ting the best of him, in the agony of pain 
and despair, he belloed out, making the earth 
tremble. 

He was brought te townand put on exhi- 
bition here Sunday afternoon and was a big 
show. He was pronounced by all tobe the 
largest alligator they had everseen. He was 
over ten feet long and extraordinarily large 
for his length, it being decided that he woulda 
weigh fully 300 pounds. It was discovered 
that he broke his tail when he struck the 
horse, and that was probably the reason he 
stopped offensive operations, The horse was 
injured—it may be pn pon ae the 
shoulder which received the blow. 

Mr. Renfroe is entitled to the credit of an 
unusual degree of courage for the manner in 
which he ridded the community of so unde- 
sirable a neighbor.

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STRIKING TOO MUCH OIL. 


——— 
Curious Condition of Affaire Caused by the Recon 
Rieh Diseeverics, 

PHILADELPHIA, June 7.—An anomalous con- 
dition of things exists te-day in the oil coun- 
try. Too much natural wealth is fast bank- 
rupting the energetic oil operator, The pro- 
duction for the past year, according to the 
Times, has ageregated nearly thirty million 
barrels of crude oil, with a consumption of 
less than two-thirds of thatamount. Forthe 
past five years the production has been in ex- 
cess of the demand, and’has accumulated in 
the storage tanks in the oil region and at the 
seaboard until upward of thirty millions of 
barrels are held in these receptacles. This in 
itself would not be an alarming state of af- 
fairs, as there would in fact be less than two 
years’ supply if the production were to cease. 
But the busy drill keeps tapping new reser- 
voirs and thus increasing the al- 
ready enormous production. The hopeful 
operator thought he saw a chance for an im- 

rovementin the market when the great 

{cKean county oil field reached the climax 
ofits enormous production abeut one year 
ago. Butthe opening of the new field in 
Alleghany county, New York, more than 
made up for the decline in the Bradford pro- 
duction and kept the prices badly depressed. 
Still the sanguine oil producer hoped that 
soon this new El Dorado would show signs of 
exhaustion and give the guarantee of better 
prices in the near future. There were many 
things to lend encouragement to this view. 
The Alleghany field was soon defined and its 
limits known, and thus it became a matter of 
almost absolute certainty when its highest 
point would be reached and passed and the 
total productton show a marked decline. 

jut just as that hopeful condition of affairs 

had been reached a new field has been opened 
in Warren county which bids fair to prove 
richer in production than any district which 
has been operated in along time. This field 
isin the midstof adense forest in Cherry 
Grove township and promises to be extensive 
in dimensions as well asrich in quality. 
Four wells so far have been drilled and are 
producing. The first, known as the ‘646 Mys- 
tery,’ owned by the Union oil company, is 
producing at the rate of five hundred barrels 
per day or more. The next important strike 
was that of Murphy and Davis, of Philadel- 
phia, on lot 619, a mile or so northeast of the 
famous Mystery, which is quoted at 800 bar- 
rels per day. 
_ BHhut the most astonishing strike in connec- 
tion with this field is the Cadwallader well, 
which struck the sand on Friday and was 
reported at the Tidewater office in this city 
yesterday to be flowing at the astonishing 
rate of 3,000 barrels per day. Of course this 
is probably somewhat exazgerated, but enough 
is known to warrant the assertion that a more 
prolific field never was opened in the oil 
country. 

The effect has been to send oil down toa 
very low figure—so low, indeed, that in the 
older tields, like Bradford and what are 
cpown as the lower country, operations will 
find hard sledding to get along at all in com- 
petition with this exceedingly rich deposit. 
There are seyerai more wells under way in the 
new field, and asit only takes from two to 
three weck: to drill a well in this field there 
is likely to be several more big bears on an 
already depressed, market soon. Of course 
the production will decline very fast in the 
old fields, as many of the smaller wells will 
be abandoned of necessity, the present low 
price of oil making them entirely unremu- 
nerative. 

In the meantime the Warren county wil- 
derness is fast becoming a hive of busy in- 
dustry, and where afew days ago nothing but 
a dense forestof hemlock aud beech was to be 
seen towns are springing up and merchants, 
shop-keepers and too] makers are eagerly ply- 
ing their various trades. The developments 
of the next few days will be eagerly watched, 
and if the field promises to prove extensive 
an eager rush will be made for lands and 
leases, as this immense production will com- 
pel the abandonment of the less prolific fields, 


AN OLD PUZZLE REVIVED. 


The Simple Diagram Which is Fretting the People of 
Loulsville. 

Professor Tobin, of the Louisville Polytech- 
nic school, the other day, says the Courier- 
Journal, at a hotel dinner table drew the fol- 
lowing diagram on the back of a bill of fare: 


“Now,” he said to the interested lookers-cn 
who inquired as to the object of his sketch, 
“the object is to trace this figure of the eir- 
cumscribed square without removing the 
“wean from the paper or retracing any of the 

ines.”’ 

‘Can it be done?’ asked half a dozen voices 
at once. 

“You can all see me doit,’ and as he spoke 
the'pencil flew around the various curves and 
angles, and the figure was complete. 

In less time tban it takes to write it all the 
gentlemen had taken out their pencils and 
were hard at work on the puzzle. The success 
was about uniform—each man found himself 
one line short. Again and again the same 
thing was accomplished. but no one was suc- 
cessful. Then the dinner came in and the 
matter dropped for the time being. But the 
end was not yet. The seeds nad been sown 
and soon bore fruit. The singie trial had 
been fatal to the peace of mind not only of 
those who were present, but by degrees of the 


whole community. 


Since that day there has been aserious state 
of things in Louisville, for which Professor 
Tobin alone is responsible. The fever has 
spread like wildfire, and everybody is at work 
on the puzzle. It sticks more tenaciously 
than did the accursed 13, 14, 15, and the man 
who once has yielded to the temptation of 
trying to solve it is wretched beyond descrip- 
tion. Not ascrap of paper is to be found that 
does not bear the mysterious cris-cross which 
bears silent but incontrovertible testimony to 
the abortive efforts at solution which are 
driving to the lunatic asylum the wretched 
Victims of the baleful diagram. At lawyers 
offices, at the clubs and in the counting- 
rooms, “up stairs and down stairs and in the 
ladies’ chamber,’”’ all Louisville is at work 
upon the puzzle, and it is said that the board 
of trade, though the puzzle is as old as the 
hills, and ean doubtless be done by a majority 
of the children in the public schools of New 
York, has made a formal demand on Professor 
Tobin to publish the solution, lest business 
should be so utterly neglected that the grass 
will begin to grow in Main street, 


THOMAS JEFFERSON’S BODY. 


Action by Virginia Heirs which will Probably Pre- 
vent Disinterment. 

Ricumonp, June 7.—R. T. W. Duke, attor- 
ney for the Randolph heirs, has written the 
following letter to the Glenwood cemetery 
authorities at Washington in relation to the 
removal of the body of Thomas Jefferson from 
its present resting place: Charlottesville, 
Va., June 3, 1882.—To Judge Barley, Presi- 
dent of Glenwood Cemetery, Washington, D. 
C.: As legal adviser of the owners of the 
Monticello graveyard, I am instructed by 
them to inform you that they will not allow 
Jefferson’s remains to be removed to another 
cemetery, the said owners of the graveyard 
being the heirs of the late Thomas Jefferson 
Randolph, executor of Thomas Jefferson and 
residuary legatee of his mether, Mrs. Martha 
Jefferson Randolph, who, jointly with him, 
signed the deed conveying Monticello to its 
purchaser, in which deed the graveyard is re- 
served and exempted from the sale, are, by 
the laws of Virginia, sole custodians of the re- 
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mains of Jefferson, which they will under no| 


consideration allow to be removed from the 
spot. The rublication of certain communi- 
cations to your board, said to have been made 
by Jefferson’s sole surviving grand-child, and 
your reported action thereon, calls for this 
communyication to you,”’ 

It is supposed that this action will puta 
stop to the agitation of the disinterment of 
the remains of Mr. Jefferson. If it does not, 
his heirs in this state will certainly adopt all 
the legal means in their power, which are be- 
lieved to be adequate to accomplish that end, 
to prevent the disturbance of Jefferson’s body.

THERE WILL BE NO BOLTING. 

We forgive the Macon Telegraph its allusion 
to ourimpertinence, considering that it has 
squarely answered our inquiry as toits bolting 
the democratic convention. 

The Telegraph says that it will stand by the 
result of the convention, and support Mr. 
Stephens if he is nominated on an acceptable 
platform. This is an important statement, 
in that it comes from the bitterest opponent 
to Mr. Stephens in the whole state. It re- 
moves the danger of any division in the party 
and the democracy will present an unbroken 
front to its enemies after that convention has 
acted. The fears of the Telegraph, that if Mr. 
Stephens was nominated there would be a di- 
vided party, are thus removed. If the Tele- 
graph can take Mr. Stephens after its bitter 
campaign—and it says frankly that it can— 
there need be no féar that anybody else will 
bolt his nomination. This is as it should be. 


A PARTISAN GOVERNOR. 

The Macon Telegraph continues to insist 
most strenuously that it is the purpose and 
desire of the people of Georgia to place a par 
tisan governor in the executive chair. We 
are convinced that our contemporary is very 
far from representing democratic opinion 
upon this particular subject; but if it should 
be otherwise—that is to say, should a partisan 
governor be selected to administer the affairs 
of state—the harmony and unity of the or- 
ganization, of which the Telegraph and Tue 
CONSTITUTION are now boasting, would not sur- 
vive his term of office. If there has ever been 
atime when the democrats either expected or 
desirec the governor of the state to disply par- 
tisanship in the executive office, that time is 
past. Not only is a partisan governor not 
desirable, but the democratic majority is so 
large that any strenuous partisanship even in 
a campaign is unnecessary, while any bitter- 
ness in the discussion of the merits of candi- 
dates that may offer for the nomination is 
wholly without excuse, 

The Telegraph is driven into this attitude, 
which is in curious contrast with the spirit of 
democratic teachings, by its unreasoning op- 
position to Mr. Stephens. This venerable 
Georgian, it will be borne in mind, has recent- 
ly declared that if he should be honored with 
the governorship by the democratic party, he 
will be the governor of the whole people; and 
our Macon contemporary takes advantage of 
thestatement to declare that the people of Geor 
gia are clamoring for a partisan governor, and 
to conjure up various contingencies which 
have an existence only in its own lively im- 
agination. Itsays that with a declaration of 
this sort the people will not be satisfied; that 
the democratic voters of the state have no 
idea of electing a man who will be the gov 
ernor of the whole people. 

Fortunately fer the state—fortunately for 
the people themselves—the democrats have 
never yet elected a governor who was not the 
governor of the whole people. They have 
never yet elected a partisan governor, and 
there is no likelihood that they will begin 
now when there is no necessity for the display 
of partisanship in any direction. Mr. Ste- 
phens, if he is nominated, will be elected asa 
democrat—a party democrat, an organized 
democrat — and the suggestion of 
the Telegraph that he would 
divide the spoils of office among the inde 
pendents is unworthy of serious considera- 
tion. We are neither particularly nor gener- 
ally interested in knowing how the spoils of 
office are to be parceled out, but Mr. Stephens 
is a democrat—an organized democrat; he has 
placed himself in the hands of the conven- 
tion; he is pledged to abide its results. If he 
is elected, he will be elected as an organized, 
and those who desire to see him made govy- 
ernor, and who are anxious for an opportu- 
nity to support him for that office, have the 
most implicit confidence in his wisdom and 
good judgment. There is not a democratic 
voter in the state who doubts that Mr. Ste- 
phens will appeint good men and democrats 
to office.

THE SOUTHERN PINE FORESTS. 

We have already called attention to,the fact 
that the turpentine interests, having about 
exhausted North Carolina, are beginning their 
ravages in Georgia. We say beginning, but miles 
and miles of pine forests have already been 
laid waste, and the hewing and hacking pro- 
ceeds at a livelier rate every day. Aiding the 
turpentine men in this work of destruction 
are the timber-cutters who neglect all their 
other business, and are never happy unless 
they are weeping over low prices amo.g the 
booms of Darien. Now, the question arises, 
what are these people todo, when, through 
their own carelessness and neglect, they bave 
utterly wasted the richest possessions to be 
found in the country? Are they making ar- 
rangements to secure another growth of pine, 
when the present forests disappear? Are 
they protecting the young seedlings, or are 
they leaving vigorous trees here and there to 
represent and promote the growth of the 
future? 

A few years ago it was thought that the 
pine forests of the lake region were practically 
inexhaustible, but it is now stated by those 
who have made this whole question a subject 
of study that at the present rate of consump- 
tion these forests will be exhausted within 
twelve years. It should be borne in mind, 
however, that the destruction of the north- 
western pines will not materially increase the 
price of timber. According to the figures of 
the last census, Louisiana contains more than 
eighty-four billion feet of merchantable pine, 
more than there was in 1880 in Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Minnesota. Arkansas has forty- 
one billion feet of yellow pine, and it is esti- 
mated that Texas has about sixty-seven billion 
feet. 

A great deal of northern capital is now 
seeking, or has already sought, investment in 
the lumber interests of the south, but such 
investments as these are not in the direction 
of the material development of our section 
unless some method is injected with the mad- 
ness which has heretofore seemed to be at the 
bottom of the destruction of our pine forests. 
We have observed that after the destruction 


of a pine forest a growth of scrub oak takes ° 


opolists generally by Messrs. Wheeler and | 


its place, while a destruction of oaks is fol- 
lowed by the upgrowth of pines. How this 
may be in southern Georgia, we do not know, 
but if our pineries are to be preserved, the 
work must begin now. 

It ought to be said that there was still 
enough pine timber in the southern belt at 
the close of the census year to last the coun- 
try two hundred and fifty years at the pres- 
ent rate of consumption, and so there is no 
danger of a pine famine; but the forests of 
Georgia will disappear under the eyes of the 
present generation unless care is taken to 
promote and preserve new growths.

Large Excursion of Representative Men to Ball

An excursion composed of representative men 
left the city yesterday morning atseven o'clock for 
a trip over the Marietta and North Georgia railroad.

The Closing of Stewart's Business.

The Origin of the Exsterprise and the Method of

“T worked in the first oleomargarine factory 
eyer established in Amerita,”” remarked a 
jeading ‘Atlanta retail grocer to a Consrrtv- 
qion reporter yesterday.

The reporter agreed to suppress all names 
and the merchant agreed to tell what he knew, 
of the early history of this now extensive in- 
dustry. He said: ; 

“The first oleomargarine ever manufactured 
inthe United States was in a building on 
Myrtle avenue, Brooklyn, It was a smal! es- 
tablishment at first, and we all kept mum as 
to what we were doing. We took mutton 
suet and boiled it, then cooled it with ice and 
colored‘it. It looked like the nicest sort of 
butter and sold readily in New York, We 
made about fifty tubs a month, each tub con- 
taining about seventy-five pounds. The peo- 
ple never suspected that the article we were 
selling was not genuine butter.

It is my 
opinion thatin the months which I men- 
tioned fifty pounds of artificial butter is sold 
for every pound of the genuine article.” 

“Very little of itis now in the market?” 

“Yes. There issome, however, and if you 
will go over here with me to a commission 
house I will show you some.”’ 

The two went over toa prominent whole- 
sale produce house and the reporter was 
shownarow of tubs which contained the 
manufactured butter. A box in, which the 
butter was also placed bad been opened and 
exposed the chunks of yellow oleomargarine 


“What does that sell at?’’ asked the reporte™ 
"“Itsells here at 22 cents wholesale, but in 
New Orleans, where it is made, the price is 
from 14 to 16 cents. In some places it sells as 
low as 12 cents. Jt retails at from 25 to 40 
cents, according to the dealer and his custom- 
ers. There are men in Atlanta who sell it 
regularly as butter and their customers never 
getany genuine butter toeat. The most of 
them don’t know that they are buying oleo- 
margarine. They only know that the butter 
tastes coarse and bad, but they are fed on it 
until they think there is no hope for anything 
else and decide that there is no good butter in 
the city.

Since the Snook inverview appeared in Site 
Constitution a few Jays ago/tonéhing tire 
celebration of the 4th of July, the qtestion 
has been fully and freely diseugsed by the 
patriotic citizens of Atlanta, and the prc<ent 
indications are that the day will be a big one, 
butin this as in all other things there must 
be a beginning.

HOW OLEOMARGARINE IS MADE. 

At an early hour each morning the selected 
feces of caul fat taken from animals freshly 

illed are bronght to the manufactory. The 
assorted fat, free from blood, is thrown into 
vats of tepid water. It is soaked for an hour 
washed with cold water and soaked again. It 
isnow taken out, cut to pieces by a hashing 
machine, and then transferred to melting 
tanks, which are set inside other tanks con- 
taining water. It is melted at a temperature 
of from 122° to 124° F., for two or three hours, 
The scrap settles te the bottom, The emul- 
sion of oil and water at the top is removed, 
and the clear yellow oil drawn off into wooden 
tanks. Here it rests for twenty-four hours, 
so that the stearine may crystallize. The 
excess of crystallized stearine is removed by 
straining under pressure. The fluid oil runs 
out, leaving the stearine cakes as dry and hard 
as siearine candles. Two steps are now com 
pleted. The perfectly clean suet has been de- 
prived, first, of cellular tissue, and second of 
stearine. Five hundred pounds of caul fat 
will give about ninety pounds of stearine,’ 
worth from ten to twelve cents a pound, and 
about twenty poundsof soap greece worth five 
cents a pound, and eighty pounds of scraps 
which are of but little value. The oil is about 
6) per cent the weight of the caul fat. It is 
slightly yellow, melts in the mouth, and is 
not disarreeable to the taste; itis an excellent 
cooking fat, does not readily become rancid, 
and it therefore preferred to butter for use in 
the navy. The companies sell it in this form 
for cooking, or to the dairymen to make into 
butter. It is a Jimpid amber-colored oil, sub- 
stantially like the oil of butter, except that it 
contains no volatile oils as the butyric capri- 
onic, ete. It is in fact ‘“‘oleomargarine” in 
the chemical sense ef the term. 

CHURNING THE OLEOMARGARINE. 

An exchange tells the following interesting 
story of how the creameries conduct the adul- 
terating process: 

To make the caul fat of cattle without reference 
to age, sex or servitude appear to the sense of touch, 
taste, smeliand sight like natural butter, is an in- 
teresting process. Itis done 80 perfectly as to de- 
ceive the very elect among butter-makers and but- 
terusers, Butter made from cream is adulterated 
With this oil from ten to ninety per cent. —— 
pounds of caul fat, at ten cents, will make ¢ 
pounds of butter oil, which, put with pure dairy 
butter, sells for fifty cents a pound, the yore pacer 
twadulteration isa strong one, and on the who e 
is a devil not always resisted in our vicinity. 
One instanee of quiet indulgence in the tempta- 
tion to mix in oleo was discovered ia a certain 
Creamery by the writer, and as the adulteration 
Was done daily in the presence of visitors who 
hever observed it, the modus operandi is somewhat 
interesting. This particular creamery was ee 
lously clean, this feature being admired by all, an 
when the operator, in clean, white apron and cap, 
Would stop one of the revolving churns and exhibit 
the mass of golden, fragrant butter, there were none 
so mean as to hold a doubt of genuinity. The but- 
termilk, too, bespoke the butter’s virginity, and a 
drink of the oe 8 refreshing fluid was enough to 
remove every doubt, even from a detective.

The Second Ward Situation and Fxrplaiuvae tt—He 
Wants the @eath Side Norse Car Lire built. 


“Then you really mean to build the South 
Side street railroad,” was the remark 
made by a CoNsTITUTION representative to Mr. 
H. Castleman yesterday. 

‘Of course we do, and we shall begin work 
just as soon as the city promises to do its 

art.’’ 

‘‘What do you mean by its part?’ 

“Why grading Richardsen and Pryoi s re°ts. 
You see the streets have not yet been given 
a permanent grade and if we go at it now it 
will be too expensive. The time will come 
when the city will have to grade these strects 
and it might just as well be done now as after 
awhile.” 

“But will the city do it?” 

‘Oh, I guess so. Since addressing the coun- 
cil upon the subject the other night I have 
had every assurance that the bill will 
pass. It should do so,anyhow. The line pen- 
etrates the second ward, the only ward in the 
city upon which public money has not been 
expended. The streets are awful in the win- 
terand the people have no way of getting 
home without passing through it. 
They should be given an equal 
chance with the other wards, and the bill will 
do that. Why look from Washington street 
across to Whitehall, the boundaries of the 
ward, and show me where one cent offmoney 
has been spent by the city. Wasiington, 
McDonough, Whitehall and Peachtree have 
all had the chain-gang labor, and I think we 
should have it in the second ward a little 
while at least.”’ 

“What will the work cost?’ 

“To make the streets ready for the iron it 
will require an expenditure of about $4,500. 
The company will have to stand over half of 
this expense, and the rest we want the 
city to give net in money or moneyed labor, 
but in convict work. Why, my dearsir, there 
are holes in Pryor street that would bury that 
horse and buggy.” 

“When will you begin?” 

“That depends upon what the council does. 
We hope soon, however. At least before the 
fall rains setin. Property that brought $166 
an acrein’79 has, since the road has been 
suggested, increased in value to $1,800 per 
acre. This looks like adding taxes to the city 
by building the road.” .
